First Reduction on Levy.

Intend to Supply $1,143 for 

Each Person Put to Work 

in Country 

With approximately $267,000,000 
available as Illinois' share In the Fed- 
eral administration's work relief 
fund, energetic communities through- 
out the state are rapidly nilng their 
applications for public improvements. 

Under present plans the govern- 
ment will spend W.WS for every one 
of the 3,500,000 persons put to work 
In the United States, The Illinois 
division of tho new works progrosa 
administration Intends to provide em- 
ployment for approximately 233,600 
who aro now on iFederal Emergency 
Relief administration rolls. 

By muUiplylna tho amount to be 
spent per person by the numher of 
persons to be employed gives the 
$267,000,000 figure. Since employ, 
ablea of the relief rolls of the state 
are about equally divided between 
the heavily populated Cook county 
and downatate counties, each section 
should twelve about 1133,500,000 of 
tbe fund.

The Original Settlers Stake 

Claims to Found Town 

in December, 1836 



Waukegan Is colobratlng its 100th' 
birthday anniversary this week; 
which Is a gentle reminder that Antl- 
och win be 100 years old next year 

In December of 183C tho first per- 
manent claims of government lands la 
tho township wore filod by tho threo 
original settlers with two of them 
building the first log cabin within tbb 
limits of the present town of Antloch 
In April of 18»7. 

Darius B. and Thomoa Q. Gage wero 
■tho pioneers who established the fii*at 
Antloch residence, locating on tho 
north side of Soquolt creek within tho 
town limits, Thomas Warner, tho 
third original claimant, erected the 
second home In the district In Jun? 
of the same year, near Ixkju I>ako. 
Pioneers Overcome Hazards. 

In rocltlnff tho founding of Antloch 
as part of the centennial history oC 
Waukegan, tbe odltorlol staff ff of tho' 
Woukegon News-Sun points out In 
that now60apor*s special edition oC 
the event that ttiose three pioneers 
encountered many hazards In staking; 
their claims. Quoting an early his- 
torian. It said: 

"These persons (D. B. and Thomas 
Q. Gage, and Thomas Wamer) had 
located themselves temporarily at 
"Walker's bridge, on tho BeaPlalnea 
rlrer In Cook county. In Bocember, 
1836, they followed up the river ou 
an Indian trail to Mill creek, . from 
whence they proceeded westward to 
Loon lakBt wbei^ they made a claim 
and put np a log cabin, from whence 
after a few days, they proceeded on 
their return by way of tho Maquon- 
ago trail, which was a. trail diverging 
from the great Milwaukee trail at a 
point near the mouth of Indian creek, 
where formerly has been an Indian 
vlllagOt nnd running from thence 
northwesterly to an Indian village In 
Wlaoonsln, called Maquonago. Being 
late In December, tbe weather had 
become severely cold and boisterous. 
They found the trail much obstructed 
by fallen trees, and being unacquaint- 
ed with the route, thoir progress waa 
sloWf In consequence of which they 
came near freeaing to death, but fin- 
ally succeeded In reaching the house 
of Wlllard Jones, at Jones' Point, 
about 33 miles from Loon Lake." 

Other early settlers In the Antloch 
region were Henry Rector, WllUam 
Pagher, Robert Stalker, E5 P. Ingalls, 
LoamI Plersons.EL S. Ingalls, H. P. 
Nelson. H. Nichols. -Charles O. Mo- 
Clellen, P. P. Munson. Parnell Mun- 
son, Leland -Oook, and Hiram But- 
trick. 

Name Waa Troubleaome. 

The village of Antloch acquired con- 
siderable notoriety in Its early years 
because of Its numerous, and futile, 
attempts to adopt a name. Darius 
and Thomas Gage had originally se- 
lected the site for their bouses on the 
banks of Sequolt creek because the 
location seemed Ideal for a mill alte. 
Just two years after their arVi.ni a. 
saw mill was accordingly built, by 
Hiram Buttrlck (1839), and this with 
other inducements drew into the vi- 
cinity mechanics of various kinds. 

The place soon took rank as a'vU- 
lage, and then began the many at- 
tempts to find a name. Since It was 
situated near Bristol Precinct, that 
name was early suggested, but re- 
jected Then wags of the neighbor- 
hood in a spirit of ridicule suggested 
Scripture names such as JerlohO or 
Joppa, because of the fact that so 
many of the early settlera belonged 
to the sect called Disciples, or' Chris- 
tians. Finally, during a general as- 
sembly ot the church it was agreed to 
adopt the mlBchlovous suggestion of 
tbe scoffers and adopt a Scripture 
name. Not Jorlolio. but Antloch. was 
selected— because Antloch was tho 
place whore the Disciples were firat 
called Christiana. 

The first sobool classes In Antloch 
village were-taught by Welcome Ja- 
son, In a room above a local store, in 
tho year 1843. Three years later tho 
poatoffloe.ot Antloch was efltabll^hed^ 
with Dr, LeroyD. Gago as postmas- 
ter. The names of Daniel Head, who 
settled In Antioch. and, opened a otoro 
^fire in 1840. and,o£ John T. Clark, a 
tai^yer who moved there In 1844. loom 
large In the history of that period. 
Met In 1BSQ,

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TOO MUCH POLITICS HURTS EVERYBODY 
One of the worst phases of restrictive, tax-creat-

It destroys jobs, opportunitic*, investments. It impcr- 
Us savings. It forces retrogression. Everyone loses 
and no one gains. 

Holders of life insurance policies, savings bank ac- 
counts and industrial securities have had this forcibly 
impressed upon them by loss of dividends, a large part 
of which is due to destructive legislation — in other 
words, too much politics.

The extra second required to make certain that butts or 
matches ard completely extinguished a(rc well spent 
when you consider what may happen if the torch is 
fumbled. Just place your heel on the butt and crush 
out every spark, or if it is a match, break it between 
your fingers. You fumble only when you toss them 
away carelessly. Don't do itl

CONFIDENCE MUST PRECEDE RECOVERY 

"If business confidence could be added to the enor- 
mous accumulated shortage of goods and construction 
waiting to be made up and to great supplies of idle 
credit seeking investment, we should have recovery in 
this country," said Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, vice- 
president of Cleveland Trust Company, in a recent issue 
of bis monthly review of business. 

Colonel Ayres might also have said that the basis 
of confidence is security— and that is exactly what the 
country lacks. Fear of high taxes, fear of stifling 
legislation, fear of political domination of industry — 
these and similar fears arc creating insecurity, and arc 
an unsurmountable barrier to the return of confidence. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the nearest thing the 
country has witnessed in the way of a revival of lost 
confidence followed the Supreme Court's historic de- 
cisions on the NRA. the Railway Pension, and the 
Frazier-Lempkc mortgage moratorium cases. Business 
leaders, investors and the public at large felt again that 
the Constitution still lived, and that its safeguards still 
protected them. If we could now have an assurance 
from high official sources that the government will 
abide by the spirit as well as the letter of these deci- 
sions, ajid will attempt no more experiments at the ex- 
pense of already overburdened business, there would be 
a real wave of confidence— and recovery would follow 

in its wake.

DON'T DISTURB THE PEACE! 
Here is an excellent Fourth of July motto, suggested 
by the National Board of Fire Underwriters: "Don't 
disturb the pcacel" There are many ways of enjoying 
the 4th without subjecting yourself and others to the 
din and danger that invariably accompany use of fire- 
works and firearms. 

In years gone by, newspapers on the 5 th of July were 
always packed with accounts of the hundreds of in- 
juries that had occurred on the previous day from mis- 
use of explosives. Many deaths, resulted, and innum- 
erable cases of blindness and maiming. Property loss 
customarily ran far into the thousands, and one year 
the entire business section of a town was wiped out by 
a fire that started in a fireworks store and soon was be- 
yond control. 

Fortunately, many communities now outlaw the sale 
or use of fireworks and even in towns where they are 
permitted the public seems to be Icamng that Inde- 
pendence Day can be adequately and pleasurably cele- 
brated without them. In progressive communities, 
planned celebrations include baseball games and other 
athletic contests, parades — and, finally, carefully or- 
ganized fireworks displays supervised by experts in the 
handling of explosives. 

If you have an urge to shoot off fireworks, it might 
pay you to -think that one little accident may cause 
blindness, loss of limb, a dangerous burn — and perhaps 
death. Firecrackers and Roman candles and rockets 
may be fun — but they aren't worth that gruesome po- 
tential price. 

On the 4th, don't disturb the peace!

Changes of momentous importance 
have occurred In our economic atruc* 
turos and bankers have had a dIfQcult 
road to cravol. Some will argue that all 
of those ohangofl wore evolutionary and 
Inevitable, whlhi others look upon many 
et them ai revolutionary and unnoces- 
Bory. It iB extremely dlfllcnlt to trace 
with any degree of acotiracy the real 
oauBea tor many of our troubles and It 
1b not always easy In judging these do- 
TelopmentB tc distinguish properly b^ 
Iween cause and effect 

Unfortunately it hsB become the taah- 
Ion to blame on our banking ayatem all 
the troubles which the depression h&i 
brought Ab a consequence we hear 
much of needed reform of banking by 
law. No one will deny that certain de- 
feoti have developed la oar exlBtlns 
banking laws which need correction, 
and that certain abuses were com- 
mitted which no one wishes to defend 
or bare remain posaible In the future. 
Never before were bankers more de- 
termined than they are today to brine 
about whatever chances in our bankint 
system are called for by the public wet- 
fare. 

The best results can and wHl be a^ 
compllshed by normal processes and 
gradoal adJostmentB of onr present prl- 
vata bonkiflc Btmcture— suitably snpeiv 
rUed by proper anthority— rather than 
by the passage of still more drastic 
laws, offering panaceas In the fdrm ot 
more government-owned or forem- 
ment-controUed financial organizations. 

Tha Bails ol Good Laws 

LAstinj^lawB relaUns to any phasf oC 
human heed ara formed and modelled 
tn the rough* Bchool of practical boman 
experience and are usually the result of 
sound evolutionary processes rather 
than of sudden Impulses to change fun* 
damcntal principles. 

If we analyze the new banking pic- 
ture which has developed during the 
^st eighteen months, we cannot help 
but arrive at the conclusion that evo- 
lutionary changes which' have taken 
place in banking, and the economic life 
of tho nation of which It Is a part have 
Justified much of the banking legisla- 
tion recently paased. As we look ahead 
and consider the new problems which 
are facing us we must Inevitably come 
to the conclusion that some farther 
changes In our banking laws will be- 
come necessary. 

It Ib not enough that bankers merely 
acquiesce la banking imposed by law. 
Zeal for evolntlonary banking reform 
mast be more agfresslvo than that 
Banking practice Itself, without com- 
pulsion of law, can and should reflect 
the changes and lessons of the times 
and dtfflcultles through which the na> 
tlon has passed and. even to a c^^eater 
extent than law. render banking more 
tmly a good public servant by volun- 
tary Bslf-reform. In no small measure 
U this accomplished by the better 
training ot the meinbers of the bank- 
ing fraternity and fay Instllllns con- 
stantly tilgher Ideals In those who are. 
ultimately responsible for bank man-* 
ngement 

Ab we march on into the world ot to* 
Borrow the banker has a greater op- 
portunity for usefulness than ever be- 
fore, and I hope that the Bervlce he will 
render to society will be so consclen- 
tlons. so constructive and ao satlsfac- 
tpry as to merit general approval and 
assure htm his logical high place and 
leadership.

MARK INCREASES 



NEIW 70RK.~The annual savings 
compilation of the American Bankers 
Association for the year ending June 
SO, 1934, shows that for the first time 
since 1930 total savings tn all Amerl 
can banks recorded an annual Increase. 

A statement by W. Espoy Alblg, Do> 
uty Manager of the association In 
charge of its Savings Division, In 
the organization's monthly magazine 
''Banking," says that savings deposited 
In banks as of June 3U, 1934, gained 3.6 
per cent as compared with a year 
earlier. 

"The aggregate Is an increase over 
last year of 1742,132,000, the first since 
the year which closed Juno SO, 1930,' 
he says. "This Is a notable achievement, 
for the decline since 1930 had been pro 
dpltate and all-embracing. In that year 
savings had reached the all-time high 
ot 128,478,631,000. A year ago the 
amount was |21,126.634,000, a loss In 
three years of 17,353,097,000. This year 
'he figure stands at )21.867,66Q,000.

Broadly speaking, egg yolks arc de- 
Tclopcd from scratch feeds or grata. 
Scratch feed alone contains Uttli 
whlto-mnklng material But, eggs can't 
be turned out containing yolka alone. 
i hen can't lay half an egg. The MIs- 
aonri state poultry experiment station 
vays that hens fed grains alone lay an 
STerage of only Qto eggs a month. 
Jhe Teins experiment station says, 
"Actual feeding trials have shown that 
(be best of hens cannot eat enough 
fraln to produce mor« than 80 eggs 
ft year. The common grains contain 
more fat produclns elements but not 
enough of the principal egg-forming 
element called protein for most eco- 
nomical prtiductlon.** 

It takes 14 days for a hen to derelop 
yolks to full aize but only one day to 
flavrlop white and shell That la why 
yop And a cluster of yolks of Tsrylng 
fllzek In a hen but no whites or shells. 
The hen must build the white and shell 
each day. 

The laying mash for the most part 
makes the whltea. There Is some yolk 
vakinc material In the mash feed but. 



fundamentally, mash Is the part of tbe 
ration that makes the white* Th« 
hen cannot store surplus whlto-maklnj 
material la her body and draw on tt 
later as she can the yolk-maklng ma- 
terial She mutt get tt day by day. 

And when abe does recelre ample 
white-making material, what a differ- 
ence It mnkes In the rate the hen pnt» 
the nalihcd eggs together I The Ml»- 
sour! experiment station shows that 
hens fed a laying mash with scratch 
feed laid an average of 17.8 eggs per 
hen per month. That Is 13.8 more 
eggs per hen per month than those fed 
grain alone. At the Oklahoma expert- 
mont station, hens fed on a balanced 
ration of mash and grain laid oTsr 
three times as many oggi during the 
fall and winter months when egg pricee 
are highest as an equal number of 
hens fed on grain alone. The hens 
fed on mash and grain also laid larger 
eggs, and their hatchablUty was In- 
creased, 

Fourteen days to make yolks, but 
only one day for whites, A reserre 
stored In the body for yolks, but m 
reserve for whites.

For a numBor of years Antioch con- 
tinued to bo nn Important milling con« 
tor because of its location, a sloam 
grist mill being built In ISM by John 
H Elliott near tho bUo ot the old saw 
mill. 

Tho vlllogo of Mlllburn. the only 
other community of tiny sire save 
Antioch village Itself was originally 
known as Strang's neighborhood, tak- 
ing Its name from ono ot its early 
settlors, Robert Strang. A postofllco 
was ostabllahod there In February, 
1848, with Strang as j>ostmastor. 
Tho vlllago lies near tho north 
branch of Mill Greek, and eventually 
Mr. Strang and his follow Scotch 
neighbors come to namo the place 
Mlllburn, a Scotch word for Mill 
Crook. 

Churches have played an Important 
part In tho history of the entire town- 
ship of Antioch, in addition to fur- 
nishing Us name. Tho first religious 
mooting In tho town was hold In tho 
summer of 1839 In the newly finlshod 
barn of Darius B. Oag^— the only 
building birgo enough' to acoommo> 
dato a public gathering. . It was 
conducted by two elders of the Chris- 
tian church, and a churoh organiza- 
tion of that sect was Immcdiatoly 
formed with a memborshlp ot about 
fifty. 

In Mlllburn, the PlP^t Congrega- 
tional church was organized In Sep- 
tember, 1841, by Rov. Flaval Baacom. 
A Baptlat church was organized In 
the same village about tho year 1858, 
though -tho church building was not 
confllnictcd until 1863_

If your vitality Is low, if you have 
been keeping late hours, or working 
nndcr too great a nervous tension, 
your eyes will probably be the first 
part of you to be noticeably affected, 
Tou are all familiar with the dark 
circles under your eyes that wearincaa 
brings on.

If you had to hold your arm In one 
position all (lay long you would nat- 
urally expect to feel discomfort In 
the muscles of that arm; yet n large 
proportion of people employed In In- 
door work are keeping their eyes In 
the same poeUlon — downward— nil day 
long without doing anything to coun- 
teract the elTcct of tho constant 
■train. True, the eyes do not at first 
give the sharp painful warning of 
overstrain that your arm thus abused 
would, but the strain Is there Just 
the same. To offset the effect of this 
constant downward looking, try delib- 
erately exercising your eye muscles 
•very day. In addition to this, look' 
Dp whenever you can — when walking, 
traveling tho street car to and from 
work, and so on. 

After doing close work for any 
length of tlfhe, shut your eyes for a 
minute; then focus them on a distant 
object Wash the eyes twice a day 
in nn eye cup full of boric acid solU' 
tlpn. At night, massage a little food 
cream around them. 

Then there are definite eye diseases 
that detract from eye beauty. Sties 
are usually brought on by poor phys- 
ical condition. Gentle massage with 
clean fingers and hot compresses of 
boric acid solution can be used as Im- 
mediate treatment for this condition. 
But the most Important thing ih treat- 
ing thia eye trouble, as In many eye 
troubles, is to build up the general 
health, making sure that your diet Ih 
built around fresh milk, fruits, and 
rcgetabJes and that you ha^e plenty
